PRODUCER  RECEIPTS  AND  CLASS  I MILK 
IN  THE  MADISON  MARKET 

A matter  of  concern  to  producers  supplying 
a fluid  milk  market  is  the  amount  of  milk  which 
a market  is  able  to  utilize  in  fluid  form.  Thus, 
quite  common  is  the  question,  "How  is  our  mar- 
ket doing  in  Class  I sales?"  The  answer  to  this 
question  may  be  found  by  reviewing  the  relation- 
ship of  Class  I producer  milk  to  total  producer 
receipts. 

The  Madison  order  did  not  become  completely 
effective  until  June  1,  1962.  Consequently,  the 
data  series  is  limited  and  particularly  to  com- 
paratives. However,  using  Jxme  through  December 
as  a comparative  period  for  1962  and  1963,  pro- 
ducer receipts  were  up  by  nine  percent  while 
the  net  Class  I producer  milk  rose  by  twelve  per- 
cent on  a weighted  average  basis.  (to  page  8)

The  percent  of  net  Class  1 dispositions  to  pro- 
ducer receipts  for  this  period  was  72.  55%  in  1962 
and  74.  37%  in  1963  on  a weighted  average  basis. 
In  1963  the  percent  of  net  Class  I disposition  to 
producer  receipts  for  the  year  was  74.  56%,  with 
a range  from  60.50%  in  June  to  82.03%  in 
October. 

The  opportunities  to  maintain  or  increase  Class 
I sales  do  not  rest  entirely  upon  the  distribution 
of  fluid  milk  products  within  a defined  area. 
Fluid  milk  may  be  transferred  to  other  areas  if 
the  opportunity  exists,  thus  increasing  the  amount 
of  Class  I milk  in  the  market. 

There  are  three  terms  which  are  used  quite 
often  in  reference  to  Class  I milk.  They  are 
Gross  Class  I,  Class  I Packaged  Utilization,  and 
Class  I Producer  Milk.  It  is  not  always  clear 
which  term  is  being  referred  to  and  as  a result 
different  conclusions  are  sometimes  drawn.  For 
example  an  increase  in  Gross  Class  I could  ac- 
company a decrease  in  Class  I producer  milk 
under  certain  circumstances. 

The  above  analysis  was  made  with  reference 
to  Class  I producer  milk  since  it  represents  the 
amount  to  which  the  Class  I price  applies.
